The Egyptians were due to begin 
yesterday preparing the ground for 
the station, but postponed the ope- 
ration because of the dispute. 

The disagreement arose last week 
when an advance party of Egyptian 
engineers crossed Israeli lines to 
survey the area. According to the 
Interim Sinal agreement, the sta- 
tion is to be erected at a point of 
720 metres elevn..% in the Gidi 


But the maps attached to the 
agreement did not delineate the 
precise location or the precise size 
of the station — and both these 
issues are now in dispute. 

The Egyptians want the station 
farther to the east than Israel 
would like it. And they want: it to 
take up an area of 10 sq. km. Is- 
rael ‘argues that since its own 
surveillance station at Umm Kha- 
shiba is only three sq. km. in area, 
the Egyptians should be content 
with a similar size for their station.

‘No surveillance to prevent leaks’

Premier Yitzhak Rabin said yes- 
terday that he was unwilling to or- 
der his Cabinet colleagues kept un- 
der surveillance in order to pre~ 
vent State secrets being leaked to 
the press. 

Replying to Minister-without-Port- 
folio Gideon Hausner’s question at 
yesterday's weekly session of the 
Cabinet, Rabin said that leaks would 
be prevented most effectively if 
each and every Minister took pains 
to keep Cabinet discussions absolute- 
ly secret. “I kmow no better way 
than that," Rabin said.

Pay- 
ments totalling tens of thousands 
of pounds were received by Idud

Leaks to radio caused 


publication 


Continual leaks of information 
to a radio reporter yesterday proved 
to be the “final straw,” inducing 
Jewish Agency cfficlals to release 
the hitherto restricted annual comp- 
troller's report to the press. 

Last week. leaks to the same 
reporter by the same man (believed 
to be a member of the Agency 
Bosrd of Governors and of the 
World Zionist Executive) forced the 
WZO to publicize its own comptrol- 
ler's report 10 days before its 
scheduled public release, at the 
Zicnist General Council. 

The policy of keeping the Agency 
report secret, and of releasing the 
W2ZO report months after its com- 
pletion, was made five years ago, 
when the Jewish Agency was re- 
constituted. Until then, one report 
was compiled on operations of de- 
partments and finances in both or- 
ganizations. Diaspora members of 
the Agency Board of Governors — 
rotably its chairman, Max Fisher 
of the U.S., and Michael Sacher of 
Great Britain — were opposed to 
exposing the faults of the Agency 
before the public, preferring to cor- 
rect the failures quietly and in a 
business like manner.

When Kibbutz Tsora member Sil- 
via Dragon wrote a. letter of ap- 
preciation to the “Ladies’ Home 
Journal" in New York, she never 
expected that its editor-in-chief 
would drop by for a visit. Yet this 
is just what happened last Satur- 
day afternoon, Her letter reached 


the magazine just as its editor, ΜῊ 


Mrs. Lenore Hershey, was leaving 
on her first visit to Israel Since 
the kibbutz reader had been 80 
enthusiastic about the Journal, its 
editor thought it only fair to visit 
Kibbutz Tsora. At the Jerusalem 
foothills kivbutz,. same 25 women 
share Mrs. Dragon's .monthly copy 
of the “Journal,” and the surprise 
visit caused quite a stir. 

On iIsraeh newsstands, a few 
hundred copies of the ‘Journal’ 
are sold each month at Τ1.10 apiece. 
In the United States, it is one of 
the leading monthly magazines with 
@ circulation figure of six million, 
mostly through home subscription. 
Mrs. Hershey has been with the 
“Journal” for nearly a decade, after 
working many years for its main 
competitor, “McCalls.” 

Lenore Hershey became the “Jour- 
nal's” editor-in-chief three years 
ago — partly thanks to pressure 
from the U.S. feminist movement. 
Tt staged an eleven-hour “sit-in” at 
the magazine offices, demanding — 
among other things — 2 woman 
editor. Of the eight or so leading 
women’s magazines in the U.S., 
barely half are headed by women. 
(‘MeCalls” is not.) 

Mrs. Hershey believes that the 
U.S. feminist movement could con- 
tribute much to im the 
status of women — “if only,” she 
says, raising her eyes heavenwards, 
“jts speakers could refrain from 
bringing up lesbianism ip the frat 
10 minutes of their pubie ap- 

cea.” 

The “Ladies’ Home Journal’ has 
moved greatly with the 
times in its social views, bit it 
steers a middle path between radical 
feminism and the traditional view 
of woman a3 homemaker. The words 
“Ladies’ Home” remain an official

Mrs. Hershey thinks that the U.S.

So far this year 1,041 persons have 
been prosecuted for VAT evasion. 

Businesamen are complaining 
bitterly about “Gestapo tactics," 
because VAT men have legal powers 
to enter and inspect premises 
without a magistrate's warrant, an 
unprecedented measure in Britain. 
‘The various business groups are ask- 
ing the Government for insurance 
for logs of income in collecting VAT. 
They urge the simplification of the 
multi-rate and the ability to claim on 
‘bad debts. Thus one firm is fighting 
the VAT men by refusing to pay tax 
on their invoices to a company which 
has gone bankrupt. At present, the 
rules of VAT oblige a trader to pay 
the tax when he sends a bill. even if 
hia debtor dies or becomes bankrupt 
before paying it. 

Generally speaking tax morality is 
higher in Britain than in other parts 
of Europe. Italy estimates about 50 
per cent revenue loss by tax evasion, 
and even the French speak in terms 
of people paying only 70 per cent of 
what they should. VAT underpay- 
ment is often not a result of pur- 
peseful evasion but of computer 
errors. One big company’s computer 
made such a mistake that only later 
was it discovered that they were 
paying £250,000 lesa VAT than they 
should.

But by the time she had finish- 
ed with me, I began to wonder 
whether she had been legally en- 
titled to ask me the questions she 
did, or whether I was legally re- 
quired to answer some of them, 
which 1 had refused to do. 


ON THE TWO previous

Fair enough questions for 
manpower statistics, I had 
thought, and had answered free- 
ly. This time, it seemed to me 
that the questions overstepped 
the limits of justifiable intrusion 
on my privacy.

“Columbo’’ fashion.
